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Wasted Lite

Life begins at daybreak and closes at 
dark. At sunset life is fading away. 

The rich man had lived a gay life. He 
made more than he had room for. Per- 
haps there were lots of widows and or- 
phan children who were in need of food 
and clothes around him, yet he never 
gave them nor God a thought. All he 
was thinking was, What shall I do be- 
cause I have no room where to bestow 
my fruits? He didn’t think about his 
soul or how he was mistreating the most 
important thing. He was a good citizen, 
a good business man, a great farmer, 
made plenty of money and was doubtless 
liked well by his neighbors. He was no 
bad fellow. But, God said unto him, 
“Thou fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee: then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast provided?” 
He wasted his life. He left undone the 
weightier matters. He took no thought 
for the future. He never won a soul, did 
not even save his own soul. 


PICTURE OF WASTED LIFE 


He had a nice home. He had many 
friends. He had plenty of money. But 
God tells him his life’s race is at an end. 
Pains begin to surge through his body. 
Probably he calls for the physician, he 
pleads to God for more time, he asks for 
one more opportunity, he realizes his life 
is wasted. He sees his mistake in having 
sought after material things that are now 
of no benefit against the work of doc- 
tors, the hope of his friends, his high am- 
bition, and earnest prayers for a few 
more days on earth. God said, “This 
night thy soul shall be required of thee.” 

The most pitiful picture in the world 
is an old man or woman bowed with age, 
unprepared to meet God. Young man, 
young woman, picture yourself fifty 
years from today, should you by chance 
live that long, stooped with age, one foot 
in the grave with the Spirit of God pos- 
sibly already having taken His flight 
from you. What is your life? It is even 
a vapor that appeareth for a little time 
and then vanishes away. James 4:14. 

We hear the rich man in Luke 16:22, 
23. He is giving his testimony of a 
wasted life, wasted in sin. The rich man 
died and was buried and in hell he lifted 
up his eyes, being in torments, and seeing 
Abraham afar off and Lazarus in his 
bosom he cried and said, “Father Abra- 
ham, have mercy on me, and send Laza- 
rus, that he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue; for I am 
tormented in this flame.” But Abraham 
said, “Son, remember that thou in thy 
lifetime receivedst thy good things, and 


likewise Lazarus evil things: but now he 
is comforted, and thou art tormented.” 
So you see what becomes of the wasted 
life, of people who forget God and turn 
to the things of the world. 

We see how Cain wasted his life in 
killing his brother. 

In Luke 10 the Lord sent out seventy 

disciples and said, “Go your ways: be- 
hold, I send you forth as lambs among 
wolves. Carry neither purse, nor scrip, 
nor shoes.” We see so many preachers to- 
day who have wasted their lives by not 
having faith in the Lord to go preach 
the gospel and fail on account of lack of 
money. “No man, having put his hand 
to the plough, and looking back, is fit 
for the kingdom of God,” Luke 9:62. 
Mark 6:7, 8, “And he called unto him 
the twelve, and began to send them forth 
by two and two; and gave them power 
over unclean spirits; and commanded 
them that they should take nothing for 
their journey, save a staff only; no 
scrip, no bread, no money in their purse.” 
Jesus meant for the disciples to go by 
faith, We have never heard of any of 
them starving to death. 
- I tell you, we preachers have got in 
a form, we have gotten away from the 
faith. I well remember when I would 
leave home, leave my little boy crying. 
I wouldn’t look back at the little fel- 
low. Why? Because I was willing to go 
and my heart was gone out for lost 
souls. Oh, how the Lord did bless and 
save souls! 

Mark 16:15-20, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved; but he that believ- 
eth not shall be damned. And _ these 
signs shall follow them that believe; In 
my name shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; They shall 
take up serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover. So then after the Lord had 
spoken unto them He was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right hand of 
God. And they went forth, and preached 
every where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
signs following. Amen.”

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Source of Authority in the 
Church 


If there be any authority in the 
Church, its source must inhere in God 
through Christ. Authority is of two 
kinds. First, primary authority, which 
grows out of the relation of those who 
have a right to advise and those whose 
duty it is to obey. Second, delegated 
authority is that of those who have a 
right to teach and enforce divine rules 
over those over which the Holy Ghost 
hath appointed them overseers. Acts 20: 
28. 

The fountain of ali authority in 
Christianity is God. We are His and He 
made us. We are the creatures of His 
hand and the product of His intelli- 
gence He is our Maker, our Preserver, 
and our bountiful Benefactor, and has, 
therefore, the absolute right to command 
and it is our absolute duty to obey. But 
our heavenly Father has rarely seen fit 
to govern men by His personal and pri- 
mary authority. He has delegated that 
authority to others, and rules by His 
representatives. 

In considering delegated authority, the 
first delegation in Christianity was from 
the Father to the Son, as will be seen 
from the following scriptures: Heb. 1: 
1-3, “God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the 
worlds; who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his per- 
son, and upholding all things by the 









word of his power, when he had by him- 
self purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high.” The 
Son Himself says, “The word which ye 
hear is not mine, but the Father’s which 
sent me. No man knoweth the Father 


but the Son and he to whom the Son 
will reveal him.” And the Son closes His 
life on earth and prefaces His great 
commission to the apostles with the 
statement, “All power in heaven and in 
earth is given unto me.” 

The Son stands nearest the Father in 
delegated authority and He _ is the 
brightness of the Father’s glory and the 
express image of His person. It has 
pleased the Father that in Him all full- 
ness should dwell and when the Father 
acknowledged Him, after His baptism, 
He said, “This is my beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased.” He was not 
only the delegate of God on earth, but 
He is the “image of the invisible God’’- 
and He said to His doubting disciples, 
“He that hath seen me hath seen the Fa- 
ther.” 

Jesus is a manifestation of the power 
of God. A permanent interest attends the 
contemplation of power. Whether its 
manifestations be in the realm of matter 
or spirit, they alike arrest the attention 
and challenge the interest. Power seems 
to be apart from mere matter, and to 
have kinship with life itself. It certainly 
is the connecting link between mind and 
matter, and it is the agency through 
which mind controls matter. It is the 
hand by whose cunning, thought and 
purpose take on form in the outer world. 
There is a difference between power and 
force. Force startles and affrights us; 
power, directed by intelligence and love, 
is always pleasing to us. There is force in 
the thunderbolt as it cleaves the heavens, 
shatters the monarch of the forest, or 
razes a building to the ground. There is 
power in that thunderbolt when, under 
intelligent control, it propels a boat or 
a railway train. Jesus Christ is not a 
manifestation of the force of God, but of 
the power of God. 

Jesus is a manifestation of the love of 
God, who Himself says, that “God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
on him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. For God sent not His Son 
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into the world to condemn the world, 
but that the world through him might be 
saved.” The birth of Jesus Christ wit- 
nessed the floodtide of God’s love to man. 
When of old God laid the foundations of 
the earth, the morning stars sang to- 
gether, and the sons of God shouted for 
joy. This was doubtless an expression of 
joy over the power and majesty of God, 
but when the infant of Bethlehem lay in 
the manger wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, and warmed into life by the 
breath of oxen, then the angels of heaven 
came down and sang the overture to 
earth, “Glory to God in the highest.” It 
was the unfolding of the great heart of 
God yearning for His children. 

Jesus Christ is the photograph of the 
ever-loving Father, crying out to sinful 
mortals, “Come unto me all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” 

When Jesus was on earth and talked 
with man face to face, men were di- 
rectly under His commands, and could 
claim His promises, but He has passed 
away from earth and no more rules it 
by His own direct authority. Just as the 
Father delegated His authority to the 
Son, so Jesus delegated His authority to 


the apostles. This is made very clear if we. 


consider His prayer in the seventeenth 
chapter of John. 

1. God gave the Son power over all 
flesh. 

2. This power was given that He 
might bestow eternal life on all men. 

3. Eternal life is bestowed through the 
knowledge of the only true God and Je- 
sus Christ whom He has sent. 

4. God gave the Son certain men. out 
of the world, that He might teach them 
all that God hath given Him. 

§. That all men should believe on Him 
through their word, and of course they 
wrote the Word. 

We have now reached the second step 
in the transfer of delegated authority; 
namely, transfer from Jesus Christ to the 
apostles. In the transfer of authority 
from the Father to the Son, there was no 
danger of error or mistake. The Son be- 
ing divine could receive without misun- 
derstanding. But the apostles were hu- 
man with all the weakness and imper- 
fection that pertained to humanity and 
there was danger therefore that they 
might misapprehend or misunderstand 
the communication which Christ made to 
them, because of their imperfections. It 
became necessary, therefore, for some 
power or influence to be exerted on their 
minds to preserve them from error and 
mistake, either in taking in or giving 
out the lessons which they received. 
Hence, Christ promised them the Holy 
Ghost, which was to guide them into 
all truth in the conveying of this gospel

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The Path Which We Tread 
ITS DANGERS 

“There is a path which no fowl know- 
eth, and which the vulture’s eye hath 
not seen,” Job 28:7. 

“T am the way, the truth, and the 
life,’—Jesus. (John 14:6.) 

The Christian’s pathway is described 
as being safe, secure, and dependable, be- 
cause: 

1. It is God-appointed. The eternal, 
unchanging God is our refuge and help. 
Others change, their friendship fades 
away, their plans change, but our God 
never changes. He is always the same. 
His attitude to His creatures is the same. 
It is always safe to bank on Him. It is 
this great God who designed the Chris- 
tian’s safe pathway. 

2. God’s people positively have His 
protection. He has so ordered and ar- 
ranged that His mercy and love are the 
constant defense of His chosen people. 
None who seek and depend upon His 
mercy ever fail. 

3. His promises to His people are def- 
inite and pointed. Lest we should not 
know what He has provided and how to 
travel the road He has opened up for 
us, He has caused His promises to be 
written in a book, the Book, the Bible, 
which we call His Word. There they 
are as a guide and direction to a life 
of safety. They tell us all about that 
path to heaven and all of its advantages. 
How many have felt safe and rested in 
peace while pillowing their heads upon 
this blessed Book. 

4. The Christian’s pathway is safe be- 
cause its great Author, the Lord Himself, 
travels it with heavenly pilgrim. Jesus 
said, “Lo, I am with you.” And_ the 
Apostle Paul said that the secret of the 
Christian’s hope is “Christ in you,” Col. 
1:27. How comforting to the Christian 
are the presence and words of that liv- 
ing, powerful One who said, “I will 
never leave thee nor forsake thee.” 

BUT THERE ARE DANGERS 
ALONG THIS WAY 


How many are the warnings of danger 


and peril given the Christian. Some 
are expressed in such words as “be- 
ware,” “watch,” “take heed,” ‘don’t 


forget,” etc. The way is perfectly safe, 
there is ‘‘no lion” on it, nor anything to 
hurt or destroy, but the danger lies in 
getting off and missing the way. Off 
the track there are lions and hurtful and 
ruinous things. 

Many of our highways seem perfect; 


all the markings, signs, and signals that 
could be invented, it seems, are designed 
for the safety of travelers, but no sign 
or safety device guarantees the careless 
driver against accident and _ possible 
death. And it is just so on the heavenly 
highway. Men may disregard the signals 
and warnings God has given and come to 
wreck, 

1. There is danger that after great 
blessings and even special victories, men 
will forget and let up in their devo- 
tions to God and go backward. God 
warned Israel of this very thing. “Then 
beware lest thou forget the Lord which 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage,” 
Deut. 6:12. But like a lot of careless 
Christians today, Israel did the very 
thing that God warned them against. 

2. There is danger that men will fail 
to watch. Jesus said, “What I say unto 
you I say unto all, Watch.” You need to 
watch against your own weaknesses, the 
world’s attractions, covetousness, pride, 
selfishness, the pitfalls set everywhere to 
catch the people of God. There are false 
spirits, false doctrines, and false religions 
everywhere. None will go through safely 
and reach the promised land, but the 
good, careful, watchful traveler. 

3. There is danger that good Chris- 
tians will decide that they feel good 
enough, and lose interest in the real, 
vital interest of souls, and settle down 
to inactivity. There are thousands today 
who profess to be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, which means to have the Spirit 
of Jesus, and yet they are doing little, or 
nothing to reach other lost souls. Many 
never seem to make any effort to even 
win their own lost loved ones. Call it 
what you please but I say that is a dan- 
gerous condition in which to be found 
as a Christian. How about it at death, or 
the coming of Jesus? 

4. There is danger that good spiritual 
Christians will g-t their eyes on the fail- 
ures of others, or on conditions they do 
not like sometimes, even in the church, 
and become critical and fail the Lord. 
This is a real danger to be guarded 
against. 

While warning of these dangers, and 
many others which we might mention, 
that lie ever near the Christian’s path, 
let us remember that with the proper 
use of the means of grace, we may al- 
ways have the presence and blessings of 
the Lord, and travel on the upward way 
in peace and safety. But it will be worth 
our while to do all the watching and 
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praying commanded. We cannot be too 
careful in our daily life. It is the spirit 
of this present world that would crush 
us. We must keep our mind on the Lord 
and follow Him whole-heartedly and be 
faithful to the end. 
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Fruit Bearing—How? 


“Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit, so shall ye be my 
disciples,”’—John 15:8. 

Every true Christian would like to 
bear fruit for the Lord. No one wants to 
be a slacker, or an unprofitable servant, 
but every one can be a fruit bearer. Je- 
sus has made the provision, that is, He 
has provided the means to make us fruit 
bearers, and now He holds us to it. ‘So 
shall ye be my disciples.” This is the 
proof or evidence that you are a disci- 
ple. 

If we would bear fruit for the Lord, 
we must work at it. How faithfully, and 
with what thought and carefulness men 
work to produce oranges, apples, peaches, 
grapes, etc., and so the fruitful Christian 
must go at it in the right way. 

1. The successful Christian must have 
the life of Jesus within him. Jesus said, 
“Without me ye can do nothing.” But 
He assured His followers that He would 
make them “fishers of men.” 

2. There is a divine spiritual vision of 
the Christian’s life that is essential. This 
insight to salvation gives the redeemed 
one his proper bearing. He now realizes 
the life he should possess and live, and 
he realizes his relation to God and the 
Church, and to sin, Satan, and _ the 
world, and his personal duty. This vision 
the incoming Christ gives. 

3. To be successful Christian and fruit 
bearer, it is necessary that we know the 
source of our strength and power. “Ye 
shall be endued with power from on 
high.” The Holy Ghost, the Spirit of 
God, is the source of our power to live 
the life and help to extend it to others. 
The experience of the fullness of the 
Holy Ghost is the great capstone of the 
religion of Jesus Christ. 

4. To succeed as workers and fruit 
bearers in God’s great vineyard we must 
work at it. It requires application, 
prayer, faith, humility, sacrifice, _ self- 
denial, hard work, but be encouraged, 
God will work with you. 

5. Always seek to promote God’s glory. 
In every avenue of service, in every or- 
der of worship, put God first. Do all to 
His glory. Amen.

NEWS FLASHES FROM THE 
MISSION FIELD 
BY J. H. INGRAM 

I should like to make other brief ret- 
erences to Cuba and how the Lord is 
working in that country. On the way 
from Havana to Santiago De Cuba we 
found that there was much interest in 
the gospel being manifested by the peo- 
ple in general. Traveling six hundred 
miles in one general direction, going by 
autobus, a person should be able to gain 
a good impression of what is _ taking 
place, both in the spiritual and material 
realm. I was very favorably impressed 
with the progress that is being made on 
all lines; but best of all, it could be 
noted with emphasis how God is work- 
ing with these industrious and progres- 
sive people to bring them into line with 
the full gospel truths. For example, one 
prominent gentleman, an insurance man, 
volunteered his services in helping me to 
open a Church of God work in the great 
city of Havana—the capital—if I would 
but come; as he said he was through with 
the Church of Rome and wanted “heart- 
felt” religion or none. Then in Santiago 
we met Dr. Alberto Blanco Santa Cruz, 
an ex-Catholic priest, lately converted 
to Protestantism. Senor Santa Cruz was a 
brilliant scholar from the start, and had 
passed the degree of Doctor of Theology 
at the age of twenty-four, and _ that 
means something from their point of 
view. Yet some of our people may not 
appreciate this fact. Many say they do 
not need theology—the branch of relig- 
ious science that treats of God—saying 
they prefer “‘knee-ology.” It may depend 
on what principles were back of such a 
statement. The Apostle Peter said, 
“These speak evil of the things that they 
undersand not.” ‘“Neology”—rightly 
spelled and defined—though rational, 
pertains to the use of new words and 
meanings, the origination or adoption of 
new views or ideas. I imagine I can hear 
a chorus of voices ringing out in unison, 
“Give us more old-time theology!” Don’t 
you feel like singing now? I do!

Brother Santa Cruz is pure Spanish— 
coming from Spain—and ministered in 


Guatemala at first, later returning to 
Spain from where he was sent to Santia- 
go De Cuba, with a view to serving in 
the great metropolitan cathedral of that 
city. Since his conversion he has been 
married and has a lovely wife and baby— 
the natural state of a normal person— 
Sad is being used mightily oF God in 
revival work. Though not a member of 
the Baptist church, he is at present the 
director of their large college in the lat- 
ter named city, where they are building a 
concrete steel-reenforced building for 
their school and church, at a cost of 
some $100,000.00. In spite of this high 
position, which doubtless calls for a neat 
sum in the way of a salary, he has vol- 
unteered his services in promoting the 
interests of the Church of God in Cuba. 
When I went with Brother Walker to 
get our passport vise in the Haitian 
Consulate General, we found that the 
Consul General himself had been saved 
under the preaching of Brother, Santa 
Cruz, and there lay two Bibles on his 
desk, a French and a Spanish version of 
the Holy Scriptures. His main theme was 
religion, and on Sunday he escorted us 
to church. Reports show that a great 
spiritual awakening is taking place in 
Cuba. 

I feel that we should give the teach- 
ing of Spanish a prominent place, not 
only in our central Bible School, but in 
the several state schools, with a view to 
giving this latter-day, full gospel mes- 
sage to Cuba, along with the rest of 
Latin-America. 

Mr. Santa Cruz has just written me a 
long letter, but since it is more or less 
a personal eulogy, I should not make 
further reference to the fact more than 
to say he is greatly enthused over our 
world-mission program now in effect 
and is astounded at the success being at- 
tained. He informs me that he has sent 
some valuable manuscripts in the regis- 
tered mail for our consideration. The 
beauty of it all is, God sends the peo- 
ple to us. We seem to have a way of 
meeting the right persons at the right 
time. Brother Walker remembers how 
this brother followed us through the 
park, where I sat on a bench and talked 
to him at length in Spanish while Brother 
Walker himself engaged in silent prayer. 
The General Overseer asked me how I 
accounted for such meetings. ‘“‘Ask God,” 
was my reply. 

HAITI 

Somehow it seems hard to get away 
from the thought of how the revival 
fires are burning in Haiti, and of the

manner in which hundreds are being 
swept into the kingdom of God and 
brought into our fellowship. Picture us 
in the hotel lobby carrying on with an 
old-time holiness prayer meeting at elev- 
en P. M. with some of the Catholic man- 
agement taking part. That country is 
overrun with voodoo worship and other 
kindred forms, dealing with charms, 
superstition and witchcraft, yet this 
shows they are hungry for a real experi- 
ence of salvation, and we can_ thank 
God many are coming to the true light 
in these days. While the hills are rever- 
berating to the sound of the native 
drums, almost drowned out by the weird 
songs and the fanatical cries of the wor- 
shipers, who dance around the out-post 
fires, we were gratified by seeing multi- 
tudes flocking to our altars, seeking to 
know the true God. One business man 
who owns a local broadcasting station, 
a unit capable of pulling twenty large 
loud-speakers, offered us the use of same 
free of charge. However there were so 
many people coming we had no occasion 
to use the public address system. The 
fact was, we were perplexed to know 
just what to do at times, as were the 
police sent to help us in managing the 
great crowds. 


People of every walk most, are inquir- 
ing the way to Zion. Permit me to men- 
tion one person in question who wrote 
me. He is a professor in the Modern 
School of Port-au-Prince, and his letter 
in part, reads as follows: “I had but a few 
minutes’ talk with you and _ Bishop 
Walker that morning when I called, but 
I feel moved to tell you that I left 
charmed and very much edified. I was 
glad to hear all of you that night, and 
I recall your words well, ‘We have not 
come to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and help all of you to be saved.’ I 
was very much amazed to hear that with- 
in the space of two years you had found 
time to preach the gospel of Christ in 
forty-five countries; if that is not a rec- 
ord, it is just splendid. I am, as I told 
you already, ‘Evangelical,’ that is, one 
who proclaims the glad tidings of sal- 
vation by the birth and death of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. I am very much in- 
terested in the spiritual welfare of my 
people, and therefore, feel grateful to- 
ward any Protestant denomination that 
comes in my country to help them. So 
I say again, as I said before, I am at 
your disposal for anything I can do. 
Yours very respectfully, Professor Jona- 
than Williams.” 

Any part that your servant may play 
will be provisional, acting as ex-officio 
overseer, keeping the personal contact 
between the field and the general 
headquarters in America. Our splendid 
missionaries, Brother and Sister Kluzit,

Romans 8:1, “There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit.” 

Webster gives a definition for WALK 
as “to advance by alternate steps; take 
exercise.” to walk after the flesh is to 
advance toward and to exercise in the 
flesh. But in walking, beloved, I say un- 
to you, walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. Then, may I go further 
and quote the words of the Apostle Paul 
in his message to the Galatians. Gal. 5: 
16, “This I say then, Walk in the Spirit 
and ye shall not fulfill the lust of the 
flesh.” The lust of the flesh (or works) 
are, as you know, “adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, _ idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulation, 
wrath, strife, sedition, heresies, envyings, 


murders, drunkenness, revellings, and 
such like.” Galatians 5:19-20. It is 
best to walk not after the flesh 
that you might please God. We 


find in Romans 8:8 that “they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God,” and it 
is far better to please God than men. 
There is no profit, no benefit, no con- 
solation in walking after the flesh, only 
eternal damnation, as it is written in 
Galatians 5:21, “they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God.” Surely, fulfilling the lust of the 
flesh is sin and the “wages of sin is 
death.” 

Ananias and his wife, Sapphira, walked 
after the flesh in the Apostle Peter’s time 
and it profited them nothing, for the 
“wages of sin is death.” As you know, 
they sold their possessions and planned to 
give only a portion of the price to the 
apostles. When Ananias came before 
Peter, that man of God, he lied concern- 
ing his sale price and extended only the 
portion. He lied to the Holy Spirit and 
was struck dead by the Lord. In came 
his wife with the same yarn concerning 
the money and Peter told her, “The -feet 
of them which have buried thy husband 
are at the door and shall carry thee out.” 
They were faithfully rewarded for their 
walking after the flesh, and even so will 
all who walk after the flesh. 

Walk not after the flesh, “but after 
the Spirit.” We find in Galatians 5:22 
the fruits of the Spirit. Are we lacking 
any of these: love, joy, peace, longsuf- 
fering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, temperance? You will find that 
those who walk after the Spirit are led 
by the Spirit. 
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The story is told of that great reviv- 
alist, George Whitefield, how he was 
led by the Spirit and was rewarded in a 
special way. He received word of a 
widow whose landlord was about to put 
her out of her house because she was 
unable to pay her rent. Whitefield, 
though his purse was rather small yet his 
heart was so generous, gave her the 
needed five guineas. His companion who 
was traveling with him hinted that the 
sum was more than he could afford, to 
which was given the reply: “When God 
brings a case of distress before us, it is 
that we may relieve it.” They journeyed 
on, but were overtaken by a robber who 
relieved them of all their possessions. 
George Whitefield reminded his friend of 
how much better it was for the widow 
to have the five guineas than the rob- 
ber. They resumed their travel and it 
was not long before the robber overtook 
them again and this time demanded 
Whitefield’s coat, giving him his ragged 
one in exchange. Presently they saw the 
robber approaching them again so they 
made for protection in the near village. 
After Whitefield had removed the rob- 
ber’s ragged coat, he found in its pock- 
ets a parcel containing one hundred guin- 
eas. 

Surely it pays to serve God and obey 
Him. And may I leave with you, as a 
closing thought, the words of the text: 
“There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit.” Rom. 8:1.

17:45, “Then said David to the 
Philistine, Thou comest to me with a 
sword, and with a spear, and with a 
shield: but I come to thee in the name 
of the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast de- 
fied.” David was not afraid to walk out 
and fight Goliath because he had his 
trust and faith in the  all-sufficient 
Savior. David had the armor he deemed 
necessary to use. So we, as Christians, 
in order to never become shaky will have 
to have on the whole armor of God. 
Then in the trying hour we can fight 
without being wounded by the fiery 
darts of the wicked. Eph. 6:11, 12, “Put 
on thy whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil.

to the world. This is made evident by 
a number of scriptural passages. Christ 
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says to His disciples: “I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye cannot 
hear them now. Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he _ shall 
hear, that shall he speak; and he will 
shew you things to come. He shall glori- 
fy me: for he shall receive of mine, and 
shall shew it unto you. All things that 
the Father hath are mine; therefore said 
I, that he shall take of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you.” In commenting upon 
this in later years, the apostle said, “Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love him. But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
of God. Now, we have received not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit which 
is of God; that we might know the 
things that are freely given to us of 
God. Which things also we speak not in 
the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, 
but in words which the Holy Spirit 
teacheth.” 

It is evident, therefore, that Jesus saw 
fit to impart the Holy Ghost to His 
apostles that they might make no mis- 
take in making known His will to the 
sons of men. Just as Jesus was the 
representative of God on earth, so the 
Spirit-guided apostles are the representa- 
tives of Jesus upon the earth for the 
purpose of making known His will to 
the sons of men. Their teaching is Je- 
sus’ teaching; their authority, the au- 
thority of Jesus. “He that receiveth you, 
receiveth me; and he that receiveth me, 
receiveth him that sent me.” “As the 
Father hath sent me, so send I you.” 

When the apostles completed the reve- 
lation of the will of God in Jesus 
Christ, it became the perfect law of lib- 
erty to which nothing could be right- 
fully added; from which nothing could 
be rightfully taken away. The object of 
the bestowal of the Holy Ghost and His 
divine guidance was to insure against 
mistakes in the revelation of the gospel. 

That man today is led by the Spirit 
who is led by the truth, and the man 
who walks not according to the teaching 
of the apostles, walks not according to 
the Spirit, for the Spirit will not lead 
contrary to the truth. The man who 
teaches men to disobey the plain com- 
mandments of the apostles cam not be 
guided by the same Spirit that inspired 
them to proclaim these commandments. 
The same Spirit which led an apostle to 
proclaim a truth, will not lesd anyone 
else to ignore or to disobey that truth. 
All attempts to add to the words of the 
apostles, or to subtract from them, or to 
substitute other teaching in the »lace of 
their teaching, is of the devil.
